Claims 1, 3-12, 14-23, 26-30, 48 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art neither discloses nor suggests the following limitations, in 
combination with the remaining elements disclosed in claims 1, 12, 23, 48: 

the microcontroller controls dimming of a lamp coupled to the ballast by 
producing a pulse with modulated signal that increases the frequencies 
of the VCO switching signals to dim the lamp and produces a pulse width 
modulated signal that decreases the frequencies of the VCO switching 
signals to brighten the lamp such as required by claims 1, 12; 
the pulse width of the pulse width modulated signal is determined by the 
microprocessor in accordance with an input signal received by the 
microcontroller such as required by claim 23; 

the pulse width of the pulse width modulated signal is determined by the 
microprocessor in accordance with an input signal representing the 
output power of a triac supplying power to the lamp such as required by 
claim 48.
